particular attention 
The mi etmg re- 


solved itself into the selection of a 
.committee composed of Thos J Hoop 
er, Cyrus Stoner and John Duggan, 
who are to ci nfer with a similar com 
mittee appointed by the members of 
the Connellsville Council for the pur 
pose of drafting a plan for the sub 
mission o! tie proposition to the \ot 
ers of Connellsville and New Haven 
The ConneFs .lie Council i-> *o appoint 
this commltt'e at the earliest pot-t 
ble time and the pioposltion m iv bo 
submitted to the voters at the febru 
ary election 


Tae meeting was a verv plei*-ant 


one and sonto verv valuable icmtb

New Haven at the present t'me j« 


quite heavily in debt and unable to 
float a bond issue with her present 
valuation anl indebtedness, and to 
obviate this d fflcultv annexation would

In the annexation 


of 
the towns Connellsvnlie s 
four 


wards would be taxed nropo'tionatelv 
upon the debt that is now owing by 
the borough and New Haven would 
be taxed proportwnate'y with her in 
debtedness. Each borough would take 
care of her own indebtedness at the 
time the anm xation occurred 


Among the speakers last nitrht at 


the meeting wcie George A ilaikle 
Burgess of Is'-^w Haven, who doc^ not 
seem to care whether he lose;, hi*, job 
by annexation or not 
He heartily 


approve* the annexation idea 
Mr 


Markie stated that the very name of 
ConnelKvtlle was valuable 
He cited 


a number of instances where he had 
sold prcpertits, but when the parties 
learnrd that the properties were not 
m Connellsville thev refused to close 
the deal 
I e said that a business 


block in New Haven on Ham street 
was valued it $3000 
perhaps, or 


something about that figure whereas 
a property 01 the same si/e m Con 
nellsville on a business st-eet would j 
be valued at .550,000 and the distance 
and importance was \ery slight be 
tween the two points 
He ^aid that 


few people kiew an; thing about \ew 
Haven, although it was onlj a step 
over the briege, while the name of 
Connellsville was famous, and he he 
lieved that if the whole territory was 
merged and cilled by that name there 
would be outs-ide benefits accruing as 
well as immediate benefits from the 
government of the two towns by a 
third class ge vernment. 


Other speakers who brought out 


ideas on the subject we^o Ralph Long 
Henry Rhode^, J R. Bals'ev, w H 
Thomas, Dr (rallagher and John Dug 
gan. 
All of these pointed out the 


benefits to bn derived by the me-g 
ing of the tovns, and one iuportant 
point which vvas considered of greit^ 
value was the benefits to the children 
of the town in Living a high schoul
